that are now four years old. It is the 
purpose of this company 
to make the 


growing of semi-tropical fruit trees a 
specialty.

pany propose to confine themselves to

men enough

in order to get a jury of twelve men to 
try any important 
case.

case is stated 
tlie attorney 
asks 
each 


man ifhe has formed an opinion. 
If 


the individual answers 
"yes," he is 


then asked ifitis "qualified or unqual- 
ified." If he answers 
"unqualified," 


he is then asked if it willrequire evi- 
dence 
to change 
that 
opinion. 
Of 


course 
tbe 
man will answer 
"yes." 


Tho attorney can then at his pleasure 
accept ofreject the juror. We suppose 
the statute has been arranged as it is, 
for the purpose of permitting 
lawyers 


to pick the jury to suit the case; 
to all 


this we have no objection. But this is 
not what 
we intended 
speaking 
of. 


The habit that men have of forming 
an opinion "unqualified" upon every 
subject they read about 
in the 
news- 


papers, 
or that 
they 
hear 
rumored 


through the streets 
is what we seri- 


ously object to. 
Take any case ef im- 


portance 
that comes before the Courts, 


and you willfind that one-half of the 
men subpoenaed 
to serve on the jury to 


try the case willswear that they have 
formed an opinion, and 
very many of 


them will swear, 
that that 
opinion 


is 
unqualified, 
and 
this 
un- 


qualified 
opinion 
is 
formed 
too 


ia 
the 
absence 
of 
any 
testi- 


mony except 
rumor 
or 
newspaper 


reports. 
Newspaper reports are gener- 


ally more accurate 
than rumor, but 


their published statements 
arc not ev- 


idence, because 
not sworn to by the 


parties 
from whom the reporter 
gets 


his information; 
besides, 
if what is 


published 
be true, it is only one side 


of the case. 
It is a rare thing for the 


reporter of a newspaper 
to interview 


witnesses 
on both sides of a 
case nt 


once. 
How is it possible for a man t<> 


form an unqualified opinion before he 
hears 
all the 
testimony 
upon 
both

of ten they will miss, and not only so, 
but 
these

shots 
very often 


break the leg or the neck of an inno- 
cent party. 
These 
hasty conclusions 


are always dangerous, and at the pres- 
ent time they are giving the world a 
great deal of trouble.

upon, 
the 
District Attorney moved 


that in consideration 
of the variance 


bet ween the indictment and tlie proofs, 
the case 
lie withdrawn 
from the Jury 


'and 
be referred 
to the next Grand 
Jury. 
This motion was overruled 
by 


the Court, who delivered the following 
instruction 
lo the Jury: 


"The Indictment in this ease 
found 


on the 18th day of August, 
1574, ac- 
cuses 
John 
McDonald, 
the defendant 
herein, ofthe crime of murder, by wil- 
fully and maliciously, and of his mal- 
ice aforethought, 
killingand murder- 
ing one 
Louisa McDonald, 
and 
the 


prosecution 
show 
by their own proof 
that the name 
of the deceased 
was 
Eliza 
McDonald, 
showing thereby 
a 


variance 
between 
the proof and the 


indictment, 
and 
the Court, deeming 


that this variance 
Is material, instructs 
you to render a verdict of ' Not guilty,
